he gathered new life, by the hazard wherwith the oldliſe 
ſtoode indangered: and ſwimming with ſuch beaurifull 
cõlineſſe as Tritowis feined to do,whe he vſhers Neptune 
to Venus banquets, with his ſworde in his hand, which 
often enſigne-like he flouriſhed about his head, as who 
ſhould ſay, Danger is but the hand-maid to Vertue, or as 
it he would haue chalenged moe perils then thoſe, impu- 
ting the eſcape of this no worthic reputation: without 
turning his eie backe vpon his owne ſafetie, he followed 
on ſtill the tuine ofthole to whome was left no comfort 
but in ruinous periſhing, and made ſuch ſlaughter, that 
not a breathing ſoule was leſt to complaine, that ſo ma- 
nie by one were become breathleſſe ; But hee had no 
ſooner finiſhed the effect of what hee hoped for: And 
Furie (wanting a ſubiect whereon to worke more fury) 
had giuen place to the feeling of ocher paſsions , when 
inſtantly his ouer · laboured bodie grew weake and able» 
leſſe to deliuer him a liuing ſoule, made free from thoſe 
perils; yet with an vnyeelding vertue that was euer (or 
euer ſeemed to be) ſtrongeſt in his weakeſt fortune, he 
many time mounted vp himſelſfe, and ſprang vpon the 
waues, ioyning both Arte & courage togither as means 
for his deliuerance. But euen at — laſ pinch, when 
ſtrength had as it were finiſhed the need of ſtrengih, vn- 
kindly ſtrength torſooke him, and he ſunke dowae, vn- 
able any longer to preſerue that life, which ſtill then had 
preſerued the life and eſtate ofmany kingdomes:but the 
guilty waters ( aſhamed to bee guiltie of fo exccrable a 
murther)opencd their boſoms, & brought him vp again 
into the aire , where by the force of the ſiege of the Sea 
he was borne vpoa the ſands, and lay to the wdgement 


ofthe Shepheards (who till then vpon their knees, were 
FO adoring 
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> Thefirftpartof the firſt Booke 
adoting him as a caleſtialdeitie ) breathleſſe and with- 
out motion, in- lo- much that with all their powers 
they ranne and recouered him ere the ſiege could come 
againe, which as appeared, greedie of another imbracc- 
ment, made more then vſual haſte to ouer · take him: and 
whcn daungerleſſe they had laid him vpon a neighbour 
banke vnto che ſhore , they behelde a perſon of ſo rare 
and vamatchablc proportion (in whom all the beauties 
ofthe worlde were moſt liberally diſ-icſted)rhat prodi- 

all Nature in the worke ſeemd vtterly to haue beggerd 

erſelfe, and becom d penurious to all ſucceeding ages: 
It was not long before they had brought him to life and 
the kuowledge of che daunger whercunto his life was 
ingaged; when ſodainly he (tart vpon his feete, and ga- 
a, ike a wounded Deere vpon his concealed petſecu- 
tor, he cried, O Thamaſins, Thamaſtss, liueſt thou with 
men or Angels: vuhappic that I am, ſpal I liuc to inquire 
if thou liue? I will not, I will not, my breath is not mine 
owne if thou be breathleſſe, nor ſhall my dayes bee aug- 
mented an houre after thy deſttuction, ſorſaken Pyro- 
phylus, deiected Pyrophylus: with that he wilfully would 
haue throwne him · ſelfe into the Sea againe, as in loue 
with the perill which he hated, or the death which with 
ſuch difficultic hee eſcaped . But the amorous Shep- 
heards hearing him name thoſe two names, which 
kept the world bothin awe and admiration, rannc ha- 
ſtily vnto him, and folding him in their armes, with 
the vttermoſt of their force, (which the loue of thoſe 
names had ſtretched to the higheſt ſcale of their puilſ- 
ſance) ſtayed him from the vnnaturall ſelfe-killing com- 
batte; and with the beſt oratorie that the ſimplieitie of 
their bringing vp could then inſtrut their —_— 
art 
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perſwaded him from impoueriſhing the world ofthoſe 


excellem hopes which his verie preſence promiled in 


moſt admirable aboundance: and coniuring him by 
thole two rarely beloued and praiſc-worthic names, 
(which with ſuch feeling ſorrow hee hat vrtered, and all 
the Nations of the — with vnſpeakeable reuerence 
entertained) not to let that day bee regiſtred in mis ſot · 


tunes calender, as the day of greateſt mis fortune, by te 


loſſe of ſo diuine an expectauom aſſuring him by thoſe 
eſpeciall rokens — had noted during the con» 
flict, that if his friend whom he bewailed, were that vn- 
coquered ſpirit which in thegally had done ſuch match- 
leſſe fears of chivalriezthar then there was no ſeare of his 


periſhing,ioaſmuch as they had ſeene him make himſelf 


Lord ofthe Gally, ere the wind or Oares badcaricd her 
beyond the cõpaſſe of their ſights. Further they humbly 
vpon their knees beſought him, that if he were eyther of 
thoſe two Princes, whoſe ſweete names were teſweer 
ned by his vtterance, that it would pleaſe him not to 
conceale it from their knowledges,who all be they were 
but Shepheards, yet had that vertuous feeling of noble 
neſle,which taught them a ſeruiceable duty to the incõ- 
parable greatnes ofſuch dignificd ſtates, The Prince Py- 
rophy{us(for ſuch was his name) a little pacificd, and ho- 
ping by this hope in their ſpecches to kill tus hopeleſſe 

ilpaire, was content to be ouer-ruled ; though manie 
times the feruencie of his love had almoſt ourrcomid 


that not certainly grounded reſolution: in the ende, cal 


ling to winde that their fight was both begun and occa- 
ſioned vpon che Helleſpont, aud chat this place was alto- 
gither beyonde the bounde ol his knowledge ,;. feari

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T he firſt part of the firſt Booke 
loucrs Hero and Leander, adiudged preſent death to the 
aproach ot any neighbour - bordering ſtraunger; and 
not ſorgetting the contract betwixt him and Thamaſtus, 
chat they ſhould neuer be knowne where euer they were 
diſioyned: anſ we ted the Shepheards, that how euer they 
might miſtake his vtterance, ot his vtterance beguile 
the intent ot his qwne meaning, it was ſo that hee was 
called Adunatus, Prince of Iberia, who from the begin- 
ning of his firſt knou ledge, had held in ſiugulat admi- 
tation the memotie of Thamaſtus Prince of Modes, and 
Pyrophilus Prince of Macedon; lo that if hee had ſpoke 
ot them, it was but like a dreaming man, whoſe braine 
from the ſupetfluitie of his thoughts appreliends diuers 
remote and farre diſtant imaginations; but ſot his own 
part, at that inſtant hee ſaid, he was both careleſſe and 
worthleſſe, and worthie to bee ſo vaworthily careleſſe, 
ſich his fortune had loſt him that rich blelsing , whicli in 
any but the ſelſe ſame thing, could by no Fortune be a- 
gaine reſtored 3 and therewichall deſired to knowe of 
them, vpon what coaſt he was ihip.wracked, to the in- 
tent he might make the ſpcdieſt ſearch was poſsible to 
recouer the great loſſe hee had ſuſtained : to which the 
Shepheards replied, that the Country in which he now 
was, was called Laconia, a Prouince in Peloponeſſus , ad- 
ioyning to the Frontiers of Arcadia; which hauing 
beene long time gouerned (all be with many inſurrecti- 
ons, and rebellious commotions) by the renowned Ba- 
filius, was after his dilceale , by the power of his teſta- 
ment (and as a man fit to curbe ſo vnruly a generation) 
— tothe noble and famous Ampſalus, his ſiſters 
onne: a man ſo excellently ſeaſoned with the ſalt of all 
vereuous vaderſtanding , thac cxccptiog che hope of 
Th H.

could not be well diſcouered, onely as it was moſt likely 
either from ſome hie erected window, or from the top 
of ſome well rayſed Tower ſhee might behold a bur- 
ning Lampe, that with his oft in and out appearing, 
ſometimes violently flaming, and immediately dampt, 
and depriued tor a long (pace of his ſhining, ſnowed the 
implacable warre of two contrarie conioined Elements: 
and the madneſſe of that ſtorme, tytannning ouer fo 
little a ſpot of inflamation : But as ſhee fixed het fight 
thereupon, ſuddenly a wraſtling in che waters cloſe by 
her Barges fide, inuited her eyes toa nearer obiect, and 
ſheee ſawe ſwimming vpon the waves in molt amiable 
gracefulnes, and with ſuch an art-full dexteritie as gaue 
an ornamenttothe ſiluer liquid, a moſt beauritull and 
faire young man; cloſe at whole hecles followed the 
Sea- god Neprane,with his Trident in one hand; and in 
ehe other, imall remnants of innumerable treaſures, 
which hee carryed as figures of that incſtimable abun. 
dance, which is concealed in the bottomleſſe wombe of 
the Oceans darłneſſe: and with them, as it were, woocd 
the louely youth, whoſe nunde borne vpon the wings 
of coatranie afleQions , conucyed him with an inre- 
2 a — 
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ſpectiue motion from the preſence of the God often 
times in ſhrikes, crying, O Aro, Hero, I haue tardy armes 
and ſlowe forces, vn worihy attendants for ſo ſweete a 
beautie, at which the God with a mourning pitiouſnes 
diued downe into the deepe, and was no more deſcer- 
ned. At this the care · waſted Queen apprehended the 
device, and preſently called to memorie that firſt ſtorie - 
of loue which euer in wriung was bequeathed to me- 
morie of the infortunate Hers and Leander: but with 
ſuch greedineſſe, that albe ſhe knew it was a deuiſe be- 
gotten ro delight her paſsion, yet forgot that either it 
was deuiſed, or that her paſsion ſhould delight in fuch 
ſorrowfulneſſe;wherfore as if it had beene the ſubſtance 
of that ſhadow it preſented, ſhe gaue it ſuch amemorable 
entertainment. as in deſpite of reaſon ſhe brake forth in- 
to theſe weepings. | 

O excellent Hers (ſaid ſhe) that hadſt triumph in th 
loue, vertue in thy faith, admire in chy co & in thy

And hence came thoſe vncurable 


cures , Which in che opinions of men made his name 
with ſuch vnſpeakable reuetence adored; and this till 


be ptactiſed vpon ihe wounded Amphyalas , with ſuch 


oſperous ſcruiceablenes, that in few dayes he brought 
— vnto him life, and his ſeruant remembrance who 
yet not peace with that lite which with former vpbray- 
ding he had violently put forward to deſtruction, began 
alreſh to gall him with newe thoughts of that auntient 
Diſdaine, where witli the moſt excellent Phylocles had 
disfigured and ouerthro ne the beautie of his ſortuntʒ 
ſo chat the inuiſible wound of his ſoule, rankled and kept 
open the Vlcet of his bodie: his ne we lite being an olde 
death worſe then the bodie and the breathles diuorce· 
ment ; which once perceyued by this moſt learned fa- 
ther of ſcience, he immediately applyed thoſe Antidots 
to his vndetſtanding, which drowned all the faculties 
of hismindina Leine ↄflorgeclulneſſe and he 8

ter life had got a little vpper hande ef pagion, he fpake 
thus vnto him. VV hat meanes my Thin cheſeci 
ding agonies which rather makes thee trouble theſe 
fayre ſpringes with the deluge of ihy teares, chen gi 
comfort to the Skie by thy diuine melodie? But Thir/is 
caſting his countenance vpon Silzagis, yet ſuch a coun-

wilt vouchſafe to diſcharge tliy ſorowes into my boſom, 
wherin if my counſell cannot amend, yet ſhall not mine 
endeuours end, til | endeuour to end thy misfortune, 
Hee grieues not Silwagio (laid Ihirſit) that can tell 
howe much hee gricueth, for heauic cares fic heauye

Querriſter skipping from bough to bough, 
chaunted fayre welcomes to the Sptinges fitſt 
comming, my ſelfe lying vnder che ſhadowe of a pretty 
buſh, tuning my Pype to the delicacye of their ſweete 
notes, made in my conceite ſo harmonious aconſort 
berwixt Arte and Nature, that the poore ſooles in their 
eontentment ſeemed to play and daunce about me.

After they had ſung this ſong, euery one dipping her 
golden — in — — aker ome lie — 
courſe of ſpeech, wherein one gaue prayſes to the God- 
delle Minerua, another commended the vertues of the 
water, and others the ordinances. of thoſe Ceremonies: 
In theſclfe-ſame comely order as they came, they nowe 
began to returne. But Diacaſſan, who during all the time 
of their abode, had with a curious eye behelde the hind- 
moſt Nymph of the traine, began to reade within the 
faire ſtotie of her beauties, many remembrances of thoſe 
ancient thoughts, which had long agoe in the Mayden- 
time of his fr loue) inſinitely ſurptiſed him. Manye 
tymes, his eyes tolde him they ſawe nothing but that 
fight which they had moſt dearely loued.

But the Nymph aſier the 
cuſtome of diſgraſt Tragedians, wholc fiſt act is enter- 
tained with a ſnakic ſalutation, falling vpon her knces 
and ſtaying her by her ga ments, with all the humilitie 
that either Art, of Nature could exerciſe, humblie be- 
ſought her to ſtay, and heate what ſhe had to ſay for her 
iuſtiication, aſſuring her by proteſtations of vnſpeake- 
able earneſtiſeſſe, that when ſhe had drawyine her words 
before the throne of her owne conſideration; ſhe ſhou'd. 
find them ſo full of fubſtamial creduliric,that no maxim 
whatſacuecr , ſhoulde either bee more true, or more 
certaine. Atthis the Princeſſe with a lite amazemene 
began to ſtay, whilſt rhe Nymph Ethera thus ſpake.

which aſſoone as the Princeſſe vnderſtoode, fearing 
that her feares would bee too long lyued, and doub- 
ting this ſtratagem, was deuiſed onely to lend etetnitie 
to 
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to her doubts full of diuine impatience,cloathed in the 
robes of the moſt louelyeſt anger, ſhee began biiteily 
to inueighagainſt the Nymph , renuing all her fo-mier
